Insurance ‘Robberies. 
From the report of Insurance Com- 
missioner Foard, just filed with the 
Governor, it appears that there are at 
the present time fifteen or eighteen 
thousand polices of life insurance out- 


| standing in this State that were issued 


50 by companies not now, nor for the la t 
two years, within the reach of 7 * 

process issued by any court of this 
State, or of the United States for this 
circuit or district; the companies hav- 


jing withdrawn from business in Cali- 
| fornia, and leaving no agent or attor- 
| bey on whom summons or other legal 


process could be served. When these 
policies were issued, assurants sup- 
posed they would always be able to 
| Pay renewal premiums to an accredi- 
nt of the company in this State, 
and if obliged to resort to the courts, 
to enforce their rights in the premises, 
To remedy 
evils of this nature for the future, the 
Commissioner suggests that hereafter, 
as a pre-requisite to admission to bus- 
e in this State of any life insurance 
e such company should be 
1 to enter into a stipulation 
with the State, that if at any time the 
holder of its . policy, issued in this 
State, shall be obliged to resort to the 
courts to enforce his rights under 
such policy—the company being at 
the time without an agent in this 
State on whom summons or other le- 
gal process may be served—such ser- 
vice may be made upon the Insurance 
Commission, or in such other mode as 
the Legislature shall designate, * 
service to have the same force and ef- 
fect as if made upon the company.—
